PERPLEXING PROBLEMS ARE CONFRONTING 


GROWERS IN- ERADICATING PARASITES 


(Report of Fumigation Convention Made by Representative of the California 


Cultivator.) 


For 
twenty-eight 
years 
California 
has been using hydrocyanic gas to con­ 
trol insect pests on orange trees... In­ 
vestigation of this method of control 
began about 1886. It was, however, 
some years before it was reduced to a 
practical working basis, but the men­ 
ace of the white scale .which almost 
destroyed tho citrus orchards of Cali­ 
fornia before the introduction of tho 
vedalia forced the growers to investi­ 
gate every possible method of control. 
The fumigation process connot be said 
to be the work of any one investigator 
for many have had a hand in tho ef­ 
forts to bring it to a successful process, 
and strange as it may soem after a 
quartor of a century of use, some meth­ 
ods now being perfected 
which are 
found to be the most satisfactory were 
among the first to be triod and discard­ 
ed. To more fully 
investigate 
thoso 
methods and to secure information as 
to best practice, Prof. C. W. Woodworth 
of the state university called for a 
meeting to be held at Pomona August 
9. Tho wisdom of tho choice of Pomo­ 
na was demonstrated by the libornl at­ 
tendance from tho start. The first dny's 
sessions proved tho assembly room in 
tho basement of the high school to bo 
entirely too small and the larger room 
afterwards chosen was filled to over­ 
flowing. 


In the evening whon the fumigators 
wont to tho orchard of J. W. Mash- 
moyer to see practical work of fumiga

B. Chapman and Mr. Titus of San Ga­ 
briel became impatient and requested 
Prof. Hilgard of the stato university 
to send a chemist.

W. Morse was delegated for this 
purpose and ho too discovered tho effi­ 
cacy of hydrocyanic acid gas. Later 
the state university issued bulletin 71, 
written by Prof, Morso, from

About that time 
tho department recalled Prof. Coqull- 
lett from his investigations. Ho remain­ 
ed in California, howevor, and in con­ 
nection with Alexander Craw contin­ 
ued the experiments in fumigntlon.

HISTORICAL SKETCH. 
Credit for the first discovery of the 
efficacy of hydrocyanic acid gas fumi­ 
gation is duo to Prof. D, W. Coquillett, 
at that time field agent for the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, though the records 
of the patent ollice show that, on the 
14th duy of May, 1807, a Massachusetts 
man secured a patent on a process of 
"covering the entire head of the tree 
with a thin cloth of close 
texture, 
drawing the edges around the trunk so 
as to envelop the brunches in a sort of 
sack. Near the tree I have a furnace 
over which is placed a pan containing 
tobacco, pepper and other substances, 
the smoke from which will stupefy and 
kill the worms." 


In California J. W. Wolfskill of Los 
Angeles was probably the first to take 
up the matter of the need of better 
methods of insect 
control, 
At that 
time, 1880-1887, the superintendent of 
Mr. Wolfskill'y orchard in Los Angeles 
was Alexander Craw. In the report of 
tho_dcpartment of agriculture for 1887 
Mr. Craw writes fully as to the ef­ 
forts which began in '1884 to control 
the |white or cottony cushion scale. The 
first attempt in that orchard to control 
the scale through the use of a tent 
over the treo was by means of heat. 
A sheet-iron stove was constructed con­ 
veying heat into the tent. The temper­ 
ature was raised to 128 degrees Fahren-

This was soon set aside for 
the method of placing the vessel under 
the tent.

a somewhat different principle. This is 
called the eyunofurnor. Two other forms 
of machines are being

GEORGIA'S BLACKENED STAB. 
Prom a distance, says Mayor Woodward of Atlanta, Georgia, tbe people 
cannot properly come to a fair conclusion in tbe matter of tbe lynching of Leo 
Prank by Georgia citizens this week. 
This newspaper believes just the oppo­ 
site—that from a distance from the blood-vision in Atlanta, away from tbe 
crime and trial, sane men are able to come nearer to facts than tbe people of 
Georgia. , 


Leo Frank, after having been convicted of tbe murder of little Mary 
Phagan, a girl who worked in bis factory, was sentenced to deatb, and bis 
sentence was afterwards commuted to that of life imprisonment. 
Governor 
Slaton, on the eve of his retirement from the gubernatorial chair, issued the 
commutation, and an Infuriated people practically compelled him to leave his 
native state. 


Twenty-four hours after the finding of the, body of Mary Phagan, the 
newspapers of Atlanta, and of Georgia, tried and convicted Frank In their 
news and editorial columns. 
From this newspaper conviction there was no 


appeal 
The first trial in the courts was more ghastly farcical than any trial 


in a high court ever held in tbe United States—a trial carried op amid pende- 
monium—the jeering and hissing and threatening of the crowds inside and 
ontside of tbe court-room—a trial carried on before jurors who, if not in the 
first place convinced of Frank's guilt before the proceedings, were afterwards 
completely Intimidated by threats of tbe lynching of the jury collectively or 
individually if a conviction was not brought in. 
The judge who conducted the 
first trial and afterwards died, left word with tbe governor that he was not at 
all sure of Frank's guilt, and deplored tbe conditions surrounding the trial. 


There were so many features of tbe trial that tended to defeat calm 
justice, It caused tbe governor's decision to commute,the sentence, wisely feel­ 
ing that where so much doubt still rested, the accused should be allowed to live 
nnder a sentence of life, with the chance that further evidence might be ad­ 
duced to help his cause. 


The country outside of Georgia was not so much surprised at the fairness 
of the governor's action as of tbe fact that a man or official could be found in 
that inflamed commonwealth who had tbe coitxage to ao act. 
I t was surely an 
act of belated justice. 
Tben, while in the state prison a convict nearly killed 
Frank with a knife. 
The last chapter of this soul-sickening affair came this 
week when twenty-five masked men took Frank from tbe prison guards, hurried 
him to Morrietta and strangled him to death from the limb of a tree. 
He pro­ 
tested his innocence to the last. 


Through it all, Georgia has really been on trial, not Frank. 
Like many 
other figures in history, his own sufferings and the injustices meted out to him 
will pale into insignificance in after years when compared with the bottomless 
shame of the state of Georgia. 
Mayor Woodward of Atlanta, in a 
flaming 
speech at San Francisco this week, upholding in toto the action of the lynchers, 
Bald that "Georgia is the leading state of the South." 
Leading In what7—in 
revolting crime against the law?—leading in the savage assumption that its 
citizens are above the law, or below the law, not In any way bound by the law*? 
The facts are that Georgia Is a state where education is not compulsory; where 
the intelligence of the people in the whole is not of a high standard; where 
passion is easily aroused and badly restrained. 
The states of the south should 
properly resent Mayor Woodward's statement that Geoigia is the leading state 
of the south. 
We do not believe it to be true. 
Were it true there is a heart­ 
breaking journey upward to righteousness and justice for the states below the 
Mason and Dixon line. 


The Frank case is not closed with the lynching of Leo Frank, as may be 
supposed' by those masked men who were responsible for the cowardly act. 
Condemnation for the whole proceeding, from the time of bis arrest until bis 
tragic end, will go on through the years, and Georgia will find it difficult to 
establish her unsullied right to bor star on tbe folds of the American flag. 


AMERICA—COMMISSARY 
GENERAL. 


If this country should become embroiled in tbe European war, either 
upon the side of the allies or as an ally of Germany and Austria, tbe enormous 
force which we could odd to the struggle would not, of course, lie in men and 
battleships, but in tbe making of war munitions. 


It probably would not be possible for members of an American congress 
to entertain an innovation in the time of a war declaration, but we would be a 
wiser and more potent ally to any cause if we, as a nation, appropriated an huge 
sum of money for the making of munitions in private and federal 
factories 
throughout the nation and confined ourselves wholly to that work, keeping our 
men at homo to repel invasion. 
Our young men would undoubtedly be 
filled 
with a fover to participate on the European 'firing line, but anyone who has 
followed closely the reports of army and navy officials will agree that our battle 
alignment would bo but of little assistance for at least a year or two years after 
taking the important stop into war. 


As a munition-maker and commissary department, we are already a first 
power. 
We could stagger the world with our^efTorts along these lines if we 
were active participants instead of mere commercial gainers. 
In our condition 
of war unpreparodnes8, no nation would be wild with enthusiasm becauso of 
our alliance with them on the battlefield, but thoy would be immeasurably im­ 
pressed with us as an ally furnishing the war sinews. 
None of the belligerents 
need men nor ships, but they do need a replenished storehouse. 


(New York Times:)

moasuros which some of the belligerent governments have had to take in self- 
defense for tbe restriction or suppression of the use of alcohol, especially in its 
more potont forms, havo impressed upon more people tho value, the virtue, the 
necessity of total abstinence than all the rhetorj£and all the too often romantic 
statistics of tho prohibitionists, from Ncal Dow to the Anti-Saloon League and 
the robustious Copt. HobBon. 
Whatever backslldings a long peace may bring to 
the Russian mujlc, suddenly cut off from the one wretched and false ' ' consola­ 
tion," the great. Increase in Russian savings bonk deposits in a year of hard 
limes 1B a most persuasive argument for total abstinonce. 
It is not moral. ' I t 
is addrossed to the pocket, a more sensitive organ in a good many of us than tho 
conscience. 


It is true that millions of persons/in the Unitod States drink in modera­ 
tion, confining themselves to beer or light wines, and many persons can afford to 
drink, though they are seldom tbe ones who spend tho most in devotion to thirst 
I t is true, too, we think, that both in this country and Canada the quickening 
of prohibition activity and the enlargement of dry territory, however naturally 
inspired by tho European inhibitions, aro a misinterpretation of the essential 
question. 
A reaction against alcohol 1B going on. 
I t is partly social, partly 
scientific, partly inoral, partly and most powerfully 
economic. 
Young 
men, 
many of them protected, by, their athletics from excess, see proat railroad ajul, 
ctlier corporations banishing drinking men from omployuieut. 
They seo that 
no man is tnwted or can long keep his post who has a passion, or even a sporadic 
w«akn*»"H for alcohol, 
They seo the working world, in this ago of machinery, 
high prossuro and ferocious competition, compelling sobriety. 
Nut to be (Uways 
sober, clear of head, steady of nerve, is to be dropped. 
It is the unforgivable 
business sin. 


Then there is tho wnsto, tho loss, tho unnecessary expenditure when tbe 
necessary cost of living is so exorbitant. 
A prudent man says: " I may never 
be in danger, but I won't take the chance of injuring my prospects. 
I'll save 
my money. 
I'll avoid one obstacle to success." 


Not high philosophy, but a sound one, understandable by every man who 
< has his broad and butter to make, 
We are glad to see that a society has been 
founded which will deal solely with the economic waste caused by drink. 
Vol­ 
unteer total abstinence, resting on "enlightened self interest." 
This society 
ought to do fruitful work.

CHEMICAL INJURY. 


In Prof. Woodworth's 
next 
lesson 
the matter of cyanide injury was taken 


up. There are three types of injury ,tip 
burning, dropping uf mature 
leaves, 
and pitting of fruit. 


Tip burning is caused by the cyan­ 
ide, or perhaps too strong dosage. In 
discussing this matter Prof. Woodworth 
referred to the activity of the gas with 
vertebrates, that is, the higher forms 
of animal life are almost instantly de­ 
stroyed by it. Scale insects are longer 
in being affected, though flies and- the 
more active insects 
show the effect 
much more quickly, being almost in­ 
stantly killed. With many insects it is 
thought that the gas has more of a stu­ 
pefying effect. 
Some forms of vege­ 
table life are found to be more sensi­ 
tive, for instance that in greenhouses, 
than insect life. The orange tree is 
fairly resistant, but the tender tips suf­ 
fer as a result of strong dosage. 


The cause of leaf dropping is not de­ 
finitely 
known, but is more frequently 
observed in trees wfilch are in poor con­ 
dition. 


Fruit pitting is sporadic, has caused 
great loss, and is sure to cause conten­ 
tion when under discussion, for there 
are differences of belief as to the rea­ 
son for it. Prof. Woodworth's belief is 
that it is caused by free acid which 
certain atmospheric conditions 
permit 
to be carried with the gas at the time 
of fumigation. 
This acid he maintains 
is carried much the same as the mineral 
salt is caried in the sea fog, often for 
a distance of miles inland. In the lab­ 
oratory experiments following his lec­ 
ture Prof. Woodworth subjected sev 
eral ripe Valencia oranges to treatment 
'with acid. The " p i t s " produced seem­ 
ed to be identical with those which arc 
often showed in orchard practice. Four 
other theories as to the cause of pit­ 
ting are that it is due to water which 
may be formed on the fruit during fum 
igation, to mechanical injury such as 
scraping of fruit 
with tent 
carrying 
sand in its meshes, to lack of cyanide 
in the mixture generating the'gas, or to 
residue left in the pots. Prof. Wood 
worth 
said 
that 
this 
residue 
would 
readily cause the pits , but he main­ 
tained that it was because of free acfd 
which it contained. The only sugges­ 
tion made for prevention of this injury 
was for fumigators to be provided with 
litmus paper and carefully observe con­ 
ditions during the whole process. As 
soon as tents are pulled from the trees 


any drops nro 
N forming on leaf or on 
fruit, blue litmus will determine as to 
whether it i.s acid. If it is acid, fumiga­ 
tion should be stopped at once. 


We may add here that Prof. Woglum, 
carrying on investigations 
under the 
direction of the department of agricul- 
turell maintains that it is not the acid 
but the cyanide 
which 
causes 
the.se 
spots. 


Mr. Robinson and Mr. Smith of Po­ 
mona both referred to an orchard which 
had been sprayed with a commercial 
lime-sulphur solution and had fruit pit­ 
ted until it was of no commercial value. 
Others referred to the fact that some 
cyanides cause greater injury than oth­ 
ers, 
still others to the fact 
that on 
foggy nights when tents have picked 
up moisture until they are almost air­ 
tight and hold a stronger solution of 
gas, the pitting is still more observable. 
Acids of different kinds have boon ob­ 
served to show moroo r less of this in­ 
jury. It has been thought that ma­ 
chine 
fumigation 
would 
result in a 
lesser degree of injury, but it is still 
observed. 


In another lecture Prof. Woodworth 
demonstrated tho various methods of 
estimating or of measuring the con­ 
tents or surface of the tree. Mr. F. W. 
Braun gave methods of manufacture of 
the chemicals used in fumigation, the 
chemical action, and many other tech­ 
nical features of this important work 
were tested during the eutire week. It 
is impossible to touch upon them all, 
but we believe it is a most important 
week in the history of fumigation.
